The most 
eMciont sult water conversion 
apparatus now in use—aboard 
mavy ships and at isolated in- 
dustrial sites—operates at a cost 
of about $2 per 1,000 gallons. 

But Jenkine, and his col- 
leagues, who have tested scores 
of different conversion processes 
since the Government Rescarch 
Programme was ieunched loa 
1952, regard the 50 cents figure 
as only o lemporary target. 


Bring Cost Down 


"We expect to keep on bring- 
ing the cost down.” he sald. 

A good many more years of 
research and, experimentation 
will be necessary, he indicated, 
to reduce conversion costs to the 
point where major citles would 
consider it economically feasible 
to run a pipeline to the nearest 
sea const rather than fill their 
reservoirs from wells, rivers ond 
lakes. 


Present costs of fresh water 
for municipal and industrial use 
range from only a few cents per 
1,000 gallons, in areas situated 
Near an adequate supply, to a 
high of about 38 cents per 1,000 
gallons In a few places where 
supplics are scarce..

CROWD OF 500 

PC Ko Tak-ming testified 
that he was with a Pollce party 
led by Insp. V. Moss outside 
the Pao Halng Mills, Tsun Wan, 
on the afternoon of October 11, 
lost. There were about 500 
people and among th¢m were 
the oninth, IIth and 14th ac- 
cused, 


The ninth accused was carry- 
ing two stones in his hands and 
shouted, “Let's rush into the 
mill." The mob then rushed 
into the factory and the ninth 
uccused followed, Witness said 
the accused was then two fect 
from him. 

The 1ith accused, witness 
said, was holding. a Nationalist 
flag. When Police tried to stop 
the mob from rushing Into the 
factory, the accused allegedly 
said, “Don't be afraid of the 
Police," and rushed Into the 
factory. 

The 14th accused ajso alleged- 
ly told the mob not to be afraid 
of the Police party, and point- 
Ing at the constable he said, 
“When [ was o soldier, this 
young man (the constable) was 
not yet in the Pollee Force.”

CROSS-EXAMINATION

view the learned Trial J udge. "had ample évidence before him to support his 


verdict.” 


Jones was sentenced to two 
yenrs by Judge K, R, Macfee on 
January 17, 

Tho Court also refused Jones's 
appeal against sentence, holding 
that’ there was no reason “for us 
to interfere with the sentence 
imposed,” 

Their Lordships, however, or- 
dered that sentence commence 
from the date of conviction on 
January 17. The ‘Chief Justice 
said that there appeared to have 
been some delay‘in bringing the 
appeal for hensing due largely 
to ing difficulties. His 
Lords p said that it would be 
unfair to the appellant that tre 
should serve that additional 
period.

hed no Instructlons from Sin 
Tun to do anything with §$ the 
gold ond that he did not have 
authority {rom anyono to sell 
Sin. Tun’s gold, After some 
hesitation, as to whether he 
should hand over the gold to the 
authorities or not, he says that 
he decided, duc to certain in. 
cidents and information, not to 
hand over the gold to the 
authorities Immediately; and he 
then states: "Finally I decided to 
sell it Instead of handing over 
the actual gold to the authori. 
tles", The appellant éold the 
gold, through @ Mr Marshall in 
Hongkong on November 15, 1956, 
and recetved about $69,000 for 
it on the same date, - 

‘In the reasons given for his

JUDGE CORRECT 


In our opinion it is clear on the 
evidence auguced that there wos uw 
delivery of personal chattela (gold 
bars) oy Sin ‘Tun to the eppeuant 
on November 11, 1958, for saxo kacp- 
ing and that there: was—if not an 
express—at lcust an implied . cone 
tract tnat cho trust zor sar0 keeping 
snould be executed and; the gola 
bars re-delivered in due course ‘by 
the appellant to’Sin: Tun in their 
Originat zorm. Accordingly wa aro 
vf tho opinion that the learned Trial 
Juage Wan correct in finding, on the 
eviaence betore him, thatthe ap-
